Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record, absent applicant's own disclosure, fails to teach the entire combination of 
elements set forth in the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to 
teach a bolt nested substantially within the interior side walls for retaining the sash in 
the window frame. See lines 10-1 1 of claim 33 and line 10 of claim 34. Additionally, the 
prior art of record fails to teach a pivot bar partially nested within the interior side walls 
for pivoting the sash with respect to the window frame. See lines 10-1 1 of claim 35.
